2. PEKING, SEPT. 21 (AFP) QUOTE: PRESIDENT MACIAS NGUEMA OF EQUA-

OF CHINESE SECURITY FORCES. THE AFRICAN LEADR. WHO ARRIVED HERE 
AFTER OFFICIAL VISITS TO NORTH KOREA AND VIETNMAM, WAS GREETED AT 
THE AIRPORT BY CHAIRMAN HUA KUO-FENG AND VICE-PREMIER LI HSIEN-NIEN.
